MUST BE TRAINED 
She pointed out that at six 
years of age a deaf child starts 
(if he starts) to school handicap- 
ped by having to learn all the 
things a child who hears already 
knows. “Children handicapped by 
deafness must be trained bet 
this age if they are ever to 
come completely oral,” she sai 
By ‘complete oralness’’ 
speaker referred to the wi ing 
speech and understanding ~ c 
solely through lip reading ¥v 
out word spelling through 
language or other similar 
of communication. ; 
“Delay in training a deaf 
may blight the child’s entire lif 
she said. “A child born deaf can 
understand at 18 months some 
small amount of lip reading and 
imitate it. Perhaps he will not 
be able to comprehend at first 
what a certain lip movement 
means, but by and by he will 
grasp what a little series of lip ° 
movements mean.” 
EDUCATE .MOTHERS 
The John Tracy clinic is prin- 
cipally concerned with the edu- 
cation of mothers of deaf chil- 
dren who may attend the ses- 
sions and learn how she, who 
must be the child’s first teacher, 
can successfully help her child 
from the day he is first discov- 
ered to be deaf to take his place 
in society. 
Mrs. Tracy further pointed out 
that there is no mandatory, uni- 
form law throughout all the 
states that requires .the educa- 
tion of the deaf. State schools 
generally do not accept children 
before they are six years old, 
which is too late to start train- 
ing a child if he is to become 
oral. 
“True, children can be taught 
the old method of sign commun- 
ication but-—often when he has 
this knowledge and returns to his 
family and friends some few 
years later he is a stranger, a 
grievous situation to not only him 
but the family as well. The near- 
est deaf person may be some fifty 
or sixty miles away with whom 
he could communicate.” 
UNDERSTANDING LAW 
“Sympathy and understanding 
of the deaf has been slow. Blind 
or crippled children’s handicaps 
are so obvious that people at 
once are aware of them and the 
struggle they wili have to over- 
come them, but to all outside ap- 
pearances a deaf child is a per- 
fectly normal child. Doubly 
handicapped because children in 
their formative years learn by 
hearing, and without hearing they 
can’t comprehend and without 
comprehension they are destined 
to live in a blank little, world ‘of 
deafness from parents in hopes 
that the child will out-grow it, 
which when it becomes obvious
